tol, Va., condemned excessive expen­ 
d itures in cam paigns and made 
it 
clear th a t P en n sy lv a n ia’s prim aries 
would be a keynote issue. 
T here is 
little tim e for legislation before ad ­ 
jo u rn m en t of congress, but th e re is 
plenty of tim e for talk, and demo­ 
cratic leaders say their opponents 
will never h ear the last of the Vare- 
P epper-Pinchot cam paign, w hich is 
know n to have cost $1,837,000 and 
undoubtedly cost more th an $2,000,- 
000, as will be show n later by the 
committee.

S. 
Vare, republican nominee, 
In this 
connection, W illiam B. Wilson, the 
dem ocratic senatorial nominee, who 
will oppose V are in November, will 
be b rought before th e com m ittee to­ 
day for inquiry as to w h at he knows 
about the recent prim ary.

“ W h at co n versation?” asked the 
w itness, surprised. 
“ You know w h at I m ean,” snapped 
Reed. 
“ Tell me about it.” 
“ T here were rum ors th a t I was to 
be penalized or punished in P itts ­ 
burgh for backing Mr. Beidelman in 
th e last cam paign,” 
said Mackrell.

Business 
has suffered more this spring from 
seasonal decline th a n last year and 
cool w eather is blamed. 
The federal reserve board report 
for Ju n e indicated a retarding move­ 
ment du rin g the last three m onths 
in commodity Hales, farming, textile 
and shoe m an u factu rin g , 
livestock 
m arketing and general 
commercial 
and Industrial activity with a resu lt­ 
ant decrease in employment. 
F arm ers have received the 
only 
m aterial benefit from 
the 
retarded 
spring, as it has brought an advance 
in the price of farm products. 
Unseasonable 
w eather, 
however, 
haH resulted in delay in startin g the 
spring p lan tin g and the lateness of 
tile season has held hack shipm ents 
of fruit and vegetables. 
M erchants have refused to stock In 
view of the dull season nnd tho re ­ 
sult haH been a rise in retail prices 
generally and decline in wholesale 
prices continuing from last fall. 
This Is not regarded as a condi­ 
tion of depression, although business 
leaders are frankly concerned over 
th e outtom e. 
It may mean price 
c u ttin g and low ering of th e cost of 
living will be Ihe net result to the 
consumer.

ta, bad a state m en t read by the clerk 
assailing in u n parliam entary lan g u ­ 
age his accuser in the recent election 
contest against him. 


S<n. Robinson,

leader, and Sen. A shurst, dem ocrat, 
Arizona, attem pted to have Schall re­ 
tra c t his state m en t w hich 
accused 
those connected with 
the 
contest 
brought by form er Senator M agnua 
Johnson as “crooks, perjurers, assas­ 
sins of character, skunks and phil­ 
anderers.” 
Schall had just been aw arded the 
seat by th e senate. 
T he blind senator 
resented 
the 
suggestion th a t he w ithdraw his re­ 
m arks and shouting loudly, said: 
"It is an outrage th a t I can’t have 
th ree or four m inutes 
to 
answ er 
these charges. 
You w an t me to lie 
down now in front of men who have 
called me on the w itness stand " a 
dam ned liar." 
A shurst told Schall th a t th e v ir­ 
tue of victory was m agnam lty and 
th a t in years fa come Schall would 
reg ret placing in the senate record 
his unusual language 
against 
hie 
accusers.

Schall said am ong other things in 
the 
statem ent 
th a t 
th e 
contest 
brought against him w as manifestly 
political, “ highly financed and mali­ 
cious assassination of ch aracter 
to 
accomplish my defeat in the 
next 
elect Ion.” 
Schall attacked Johnson’s 
a t­ 
torneys as "unprincipled" and charg­ 
ed th a t their evidence was “ hearsay” 
slanders. 
"T he best way to get rid of skunks 
I have found, is to get them out in 
the open, when you can get a shot 
at. them ,” Schail’s statem ent read. 
Senator 
Shipstead, 
farm er-labor, 
M innesota, did not 
object 
to 
the 
resolution to seat Schall, which was 
adopted without a record vote. 
Shipstead, however, asked th a t the 
evidence presented d u rin g the hear­ 
ings before tile elections committee 
be printed. 
His request was refus­ 
ed by a vote of the senate. 
T he contest was over the 
1924 
election in which 
Schall 
received 
about 8,000 more votes than Jo h n ­ 
son, 
farmer-labor. 
Johnson adm it­ 
ted ills rival received more votes but 
charged Irregularities in the 
cam­ 
paign, including purchase of votes. 
Evidence, the com m ittee decided, 
failed to support the charges 
and 
the com m ittee dismissed the case, 
Schall’s statem ent bitterly atta c k ­ 
ed Donald Hughes, counsel for Jo h n ­ 
son. 
“ Donald Hughes, well known in 
Minneapolis us a conscienceless shy­ 
ster, was placed in charge of the 
case because of his cunning rat-like 
tendencies and his extensive associa­ 
tion wit ii crooks and perjurers,” the 
statem ent said. 
Schall 
labelled 
Hughes 
as 
a 
“crooked, 
unprincipled, 
blackm ail­ 
ing petty-fogger.” 
“ He did not 
confine 
his 
lying 
tongue to me, but attacked the in­ 
tegrity of the federal court, United 
States district attorneys and

assailed high class men and women, 
who serve on our

juries,” 
Schall continued. 
"Insidious, clever,

Mr. Peterson is just working for fun, 
having delegated his son Peter to 
carry on the hard work. 
Peter has 
broken a large tract of new land 
this spring, and seeded it to millet. 
He is working into Holstein cattle 
and is now milking eight cows. 
J. I). Sorenson has lived here since 
1894. 
Some 13 years ago his left 
side was paralyzed and since th a t 
time he has been unable to do much 
work. 
H. 
A. Edstron bought a 20 
a c r e 
trac t of land and 
built a house la 
fall. 
He and his wife are interest 
ed in small fruit, garden truck 
and 
poultry, 
At present Mr. Edstron is 
working at the tie plant. 
Wm. Wiens is specializing in poui 
try, having bought 400 barred rock 
chickens in March. 
Some of them 
weigh over three pounds at present 
He has sold $65 worth of frys from 
the lot, and now has 4 5 more in the 
fatten in g pens. 
Today he just re­ 
ceived 300 Rhode Island Red chick­ 
ens from a hatchery in Illinois. They 
were surely an active bunch. 
Mr 
Wiens tells me lie intends to male 
po ultry 
his 
principal 
Industry. 
I 
should th ink more people would do 
likewise. 
The following, w ritten by 
Bob Hodgson gives a fairly good ac­ 
count of those carin g for th eir poul­ 
try, and the average farm flock, and 
the results of care. 
Friend Wife Beats Ma 
Ma used to give me ten per cent of 
all the eggs she sold 
F o r helping with the chicken work. 
I w asn't very old, 
B ut I could throwr the hens their 
corn, 
Locate the hidden nests, 
Clean out th e heir house twice a year 
And spray the coop for pests. 


T h a t hen 
house always made me 
crawl, 
Unless I left it quick. 
The hens crawled too, I guess, be 
cause 
They always looked half sick. 
Three dozen eggs a day our liens, 
would la-y each spring 
But 
th rough 
the fall 
and 
winter 
months 
They did n ’t do a thing. 


On Saturdays we drove to town, 
The grocer took our spoil, 
And sixteen cents in due bills would 
Reward my week of toil. 
“ The chickens never cost us much,’’ 
I ’ve heard my father say, 
But Ma and I who did th e work 
Declared th e y did n ’t pay. 


Friend Wife now' owns the chickens 
and 
She surely makes them work. 
She culls the flock and m arkets every 
Slacker hen and shirk. 
The hen house is cleaned 
weekly 
and 
I t ’s sprayed with kerosene. 
You 
can 
search 
the 
roosts 
and 
roosters, 
But no bugs are ever seen. 


T h e laying hens must have a mash 
And scratch feed, coarsely ground 
So the proteins balance all 
Tlie carbohydrates to the pound. 
She wakes them up at four A. M. 
To start the daily grind. 
The 
hens 
look 
well 
and 
healthy 
though 
And never seem to mind.

Wife sells eggs in 
winter 
when 
The price is out of sigjit. 
She spends more cash than Mother 
did,

Lea J. Wilson is a railroad man 
r u n n in g out of Carlton and his fam ­ 
ily are developing a farm here iii 
Crow Wing county.

Wm. Miles has lived in the county 
since 1882, worked in the lumber 
woods and on the river. 
Now th at 
he is nearing 70 he has bought a 40 
acre tract to busy himself with in 
his declining years. 
Reis P lum m er first settled here 
seven years ago, but not knowin 
ju s t where the lines were he built 
his house on a nother person’s land, 
and had to move two years ago.

first he had 40 acres but bought 80 
more recently, and is now fencing 
it for pasture land.

Driving on to

boats,

His ho­ 
tel will accomodate from IO to 15 
guests, and the dining room will core 
for a large gatherin g.

Here

agents of the state always hold their 
annual picnic.

Electric 
lights are in all the buildings, and 
can be stru n g around the grounds 
for special occasions. 
In fact here 
is where a person could spend the 
most delightful vacation one could 
wish for. 
Driving back we had time to drop 
in on Mike Marea, who was at one 
time a general m anager of a r a il­ 
road system w ith headquarters al.

The Echo Stock farm is more or 
less of a city isolated only by a fence 
and 
the road. 
One can see some 
m ig hty fine stock and a well m a n­ 
aged farm. 
O. H. Scott, has been the 
m anager of the place for th e past 
four years and is doing a very good 
job at it. 
M. C. Viste, who is the 
herdsman, has the job of weeding 
out th e poor producers and they do 
get them once in a while even if the 
cattle are all pure breed. Every cow 
has a complete record of w hat her 
production is and the cost of her up­ 
keep, which is another job belong­ 
ing to Mr. Viste. 
There are three 
herd sires, two of which are of the 
Ormsby breeding and one of the May 
Echo Sylvia, all of which have some 
fine records.

This is one way one is 
assured of getting a better quality 
of cream or milk aud also assured 
to do away with in part at least of 
the many effected cases of T. B. One 
may be very careful that his hen! 
is free from T. B.. 
The disease may 
creep in without any warning. Just 
assume such a thing should happen, 
the farmer would m arket th e mtW 
to the many people in the city which 
of course is liable to spread the di­ 
sease far and 
wide. 
We are 
not 
recommending that th e farmers sell 
their milk to tho pastuerizing plant 
but only m aking a few comments on 
the subject that will make one at 
least stop and think for a moment. 
As one 
fanner

could get more for the milk if he 
peddled, which is probably true, but 
if one counts his time in going and 
coming from town besides delivering 
the milk, washing and bottling. it 
should be worth a few cents a qu irt 
to do away with this and let some 
one else worry about the delivering 
and ta king care of tho milk.

At the time of the Congregational Conference a1 Brainerd, 
I he report of the superintendent and registrar, Everett lasher, 
proved a most comprehensive and instructive one. 
In the section 
devoted to “A Young People’s Movement,” Rev. Lesher urged the 
necessity of a camp site in the lake region and Brainerd should 
make an effort to have the camp located in this district. 
Rev. Lesher, in his report, states: 
“I cannot go into details with reference to the work that is 
being done by our efficient Religious Education Committee under 
the enthusiastic leadership of Mrs. T. N. Jayne who is to give us 
a full report of this work. 
It will be sufficient to say that tho 
popularity of this movement among our young people is rapidly 
spreading and promises great, things for the future leadership of 
our churches. 
The influence of the Chanotedah and Carleton 
Camps are cherished in the memory and lives of every young per­ 
son who has been fortunate enough to attend them. One difficulty 
which confronts the majority of young people is the inevitable 
expense connected with journeying to and from these camps as 
well as the expense while on the ground. This is perhaps a greater 
difficulty in the northern part of the state than in the southern 
part. 
“We need suitable assembly grounds in the northern part of 
the state more centrally located and more easily accessible than 
‘Chanotedah’; assembly grounds available for Conference gather­ 
ings, Minister’s retreats and summer conventions as well as young 
People’s camps; assembly grounds 
similar 
to 
the Assembly 
grounds of the Methodists at Park Rapids or the Baptists at 
Mound. It would cost a few thousand dollars hut it would serve 
as a rallying point during the summer season for our increasing 
Congregational hosts of Minnesota—a place where one could go 
for an outing as well as for spiritual profit and instruction. 
“Is there not some way by which a plot of ground may be se­ 
cured on the shores o f one of our beautiful lakes and suitable 
buildings erected thereon?
